‘shot

A London detective who shot 
Nir Stephlea Waldorf as he lay 
wourmded in a police operation 
told an investigator later that 
he had fired with intent to kill, 
the Central Criminal Court was 
told yesterday. 

Another detective, who had 
opened the fire on Mir Waldorf 
after mistaking him for Mir 
David Martin, had also pistol- 
whipped Mr Waldorf, fractur- 
img his skull, as be lay between 
the road and a car, the court 
was told. 

Det. Constable Peter Finck, 
aged 38, and Det. Constable 
John Jardine, E 38, of 
Scotland Yard's “C11” branch, 
‘both deny the aftempted mur- 
def of vir Waldorf. 

Mr Waldorf described how 
he was 4 in a hired 
Mini caught im a traffic jam 
near Earls Court lasi Jannary 
when he was shot. Police who 
had been following the car 
thought Mr Waldorf was David 

an escaped prisoner 
who was on Tuesday jailed for 
25 years for offences inclading 
shooting a policeman. 

Mr Waldorf said he had 
never met Nîartin. On the night 
of the shooting he was sitting in 
the front of the car driven by 
Mr Lester Purdey, his friend. 
Miss Susan Stephens, a girl- 
friend of Mir Martin, was in the 


back. 

Mir Waldorf said that when 
the car was stationary he heard 
two shots from quite a long way 
behind him, He thought they 
could be a car backfiring, but 
shen bullets started fying.

It would 
be doubly damaging to the

Not arly would the party be 
marked by scandal, but the 
Prime Nliaister's blaff would 
hare been called. For just about 
the first time on a major 
political issne,. as this has 
become. she would hare been 
forced to surrender an un- 
equivocal position. 

It would also. I believe, be 
damaging to British politics in 
gereral if Mir Parkinson were 
to resign at this point. There 
have to be standards in public 
iife, but if there is not to be 
bypocrisy. malice and pruri- 
ence, it is uecessary to be clear 
at those standards should 

Pleasant though it would be 
J everyone who held public 
responsibility was cf blameless 
personal conduct, that is simply 
not possible, History suggests 
tùat it is also not relevant: a 
person's capacity to hold high 
cffice cannot be measured by 
his distance from the angels. 

It is right, though, to insist 
oan rigorous standards in the 
conduct of pablic responsi- 
bilities. For example, I believe 
that it is correct to be strict 
zbout any whiff of corruption 
nnd to it as a grave 
offence to lie to the Honmse of 
Commens. 

Private conduct is relevant 
only insofar as it affects a 
person's capacity to perform 
his public duties. Jt might 
affect either his personal 
performance or the confidence 
he commands. A frequent 
drunkard might well be ren- 
ب‎ capable of consistent 
cificiency. ard popular respect 
for a politician might be so 
diminished by scandal that he 
could not exercise the leader- 
ship required of him. But these 
should be pragmatic judgments 
in determing a persons 
fitness for high office. 


Unfair to judge 
DO SOON 


How does Mr Parkinson 
measure up to these criteria? 
He has not been guilty of any 
misdeed iı the conduct of his 
public responsibilities. So far 
zs ame knows, he has beer 
frank in disclosing his private 
misconduct. That misconduct 
should not itself be a reason for 
his resignation. But might it 
iadireclls hare destroyed his 
capacity? 

It is hard to believe that 
husinessmen or civil servants 
çeither at home or abroad would 
fcel anable to deal with an 
otherwise competent minister 
who was guilty of marital 


infidelity. But might that 
campetence itself have been 
undermined? 


it could haye been in one of 
tro ways. His nerve could have 
been broken, his energy criti- 
czy weakened, by what must 
kave been a harrowing experi 
ence. The more personal 
sympathy oue extends to hir 


far the buffeting he has 
received the more one should be 
prepared to consider this 
possibility. 


Or, n0 matter how resilient 
he may be, he may find that the 
storm does not subside, tbat 
kowever much he may talk 
apout trade ard industry 
nebody is interested in any- 
ting he says on any topic 
tzyoad his private life. If that 
ware to happen, it might make 
his task impossible. 

Bet tese are judgments that 
can fairly be made only after a 
period of time. H Mr Parkinson 
were to resign row, He would be 
going because of the hue and 
cry. not because of the indirect 
Joag-tern consequences of the 
kue and cry. 

There is another separate 
consideration. After a while an 
energetic, ambitious politician 
in bis early fifties, who is told 
cn all sides that he can now 
expect to rîse no higher, might 
well lase his appetite for public 
fe. In that case he might drift 
cut of active politics, or at least 
cst of government, im a4 few 
years. 

But I am not irnpiying that 
he ought to resikm after a 
decent interval. If none of these 
doubts is realized there is no 
reason why he should do so 
because of {his episode now or 
ir the ature.
